The Chinese crow of tho sunken British 
stenmer St, Kilda wero at the Shipping Ofico 
on Juno 15th, aud a representative of the 
Singapore Free Picen had on interview with 
tho Chinese bo'sun whe speaks good English. 

The bo'sun, Choong Ah Chow, stated that ho 
signed artiolus on boord the St. Aika ut Houg- 
kong on the 3rd instant to proceed to Japun, 
and thence-to ony European ports and buck to 
Hongkong, tho original port of departure, the 
voyage not to excead one yeor. 

The ship loft Hongkong bound for Kobo at 
‘10 a.m, on the {th instant, ond ut 4£30jpm. on 
the same dsy sighted » Rursinu crviser which 
signalled the ship to stop. The captain of the 

'8t, Kilda at once did se, and tho ciniser sont 
tro sxmod.boats. ‘Ton Rusisn sailors, armed 
with rifles abd-boyonots came abeard under two 
officers, ,Gunrds were placed over the hatches 
and at tho engive-room, and one of the Russian’ 
officers thon domanded to soo the ship's papers. 
Ho perused those carefnlly and arilerel the 
hatches to bo removed. Ho then went ine the 
holds and examined tho cargo. 
_. Coming on deck again tho twa officers had a 
* consultation, and the Captain of the St. /'ilda 
waa orderod to get into one of the Russian beats 
sud accompany the senior officer to the Rus-ian 
cruiser, the other officer and bis boat's crow 
Doing loftin charge of the St. Kilda. After an 
. hour's delay, three boats put off from tho cruiser 
. bringing back with them the Coptain of tho 
St. Kilda who, on ordors from the Rus-ians, told 
tho crew-to collect their effects in readinass to 
go aboard tho Raszion ship, This was done

andoraugorrisionof the Russisns, who ropeatedly 
aignod. to the crew to liurry up and loaro the 
ship. ‘They wore drderod to wot into the boats 
which took them aboard tho Daieper. -The 
Raussinns then pat theit.awn crow nboard the 
St. Kilda ond got her andor way with grout 
haste, both vessel steaming southwards ut the 
highest speod the Sé. Kilda conld bo driven at, 

Noxt morning at 0.3) o'clock ‘both ships 
stopped, and Captain Skalsky, of the Russian, 
went on bosrd the St. Xildo and msde a 
thorough examination of her. Tho boats then 
returned from her bringing off everyone, and 
the bo’aun noticed that all the liva stack with 
the, vagotables and » quantity of tinned 
provisions had been brought away, og well as 
a bag of rice which the Russians soalod and 
marked as soon es it was got on bvarl the 

Dnieper. ; 

Vhou the Dnieper steamed away from the St- 
Kitda to what the bo'sun deacribed at abou! five 
hundrod yards distanoo, and open d fire with her 
guns, Tho first shot fiuw right over. the Si. 
Kilda and baret in the sea along way off, “Th! 
noxtahotshowever, flow trus and the St, Ailda 
was soon enveloped in a masa of smoke, frig. 
ments of shell and fying splinters: After 
helf-a-doven shots ‘it’ waa aon that the 
cotton in hor forvhold. had been tet on 
fire, and dense volames.of black smoke rolled 
forth from the batebway. The bombardment 
was kop! up till ‘it was soon the doomed. vessel ” 
was gradually sotting down by the head. Tho 
TRussians-then ceased firo and in an hour from 
the firing of the first shot the St. Xilda gavo 
‘a roll and wont dowa, by the bows, hor stern 
jutting up into the. air, aud the lust soon of the 
ilf-foted vessel was the British flog. which the 
Rhssians had neglected tq remove from her 
astern. flig-post. a < 

Pho Russion cruiser thon bore southwards. at 
twonty knots-and after eight days stopped the 

steamer Flore and pot the drew aboard her as 
has already boen recorded. - 

The reat of the crew, who ‘all. speak a little 
“ pidgin” English, stata that’ thoy. wore not 
given time ta remove all their clothvy. Ou 
boord the Rusiian ship they wore not unkindly 
troated. They ware accommodated in the 'twoon 
decks with the Russian firemon and given the 
same fore, which consisted of bread ond “ bad” 
butter’ ia the morning, soup at mid-day, aod 
plain rice in tho eveving. 

The tally clork of the St. Kilda, who super- 
jotendod-her loading, etates emphatically that 
the ‘cargo consisted of only rice, cotton, sugar, 
and ratians. :

The Timea of Ceylon says :—'Phere arrived in 
Colomb > by the Dambeu sure al Chinese officialy, 
who have been sont out by teety Govermm et to 
Ceylon on a mission to aludy onr mythos of 
mauuficturing tea, for thy purpose of eompur- 
ing them with those of the primitice Chinaman, 
and, if neoersary, sugyestin,? to the latter tha 
desirability of improvement 

Pho mission consists of ‘Mr, Cheng, a Man: 
darin of high degree and au official of convider- 
ablo eniinonco in his ow couvtry; Mr. Sheu, a 
linguist of great ability, who hi: ids the position 
of Interpreter or Foreign. Sroretory to the 
Viceroy of Nanking ; ond Mr, L. A. Lya'l, on 
Englis mav, who holds an appointment in the 
Chines « uxtoms and is in the servico of tho 
Viceroy of Nauking. They are attended by 


their secretaries and a 1otinus of servants, and | 


intend to spend two or ‘threo months, more or 
less, in the ixlend. . ‘ + 

Aro. resoniative of thy Times of Ceylon called 
upon Mr. Lyall on Juno Ist. Bir, Lyall very 
courtenusly placed himself at the disposal of the 
interviower, but was. somairhat indixp se 1 to say 
much about the mission, being anxious to avoid 
anythinz that might :avour of adve. tise meni. 
However, he yielded to the persuasion of the 
presse, ‘ 

“(We oro here to inguite into the terinduatry 
and,as fer as possible, to study. the mettots 
adojted in .the manafacturo of Ceylon tea. 
Cozilon mauufactnre is believed to yield better 
results, and the Viceroy of Nanking -which. is 
the’ ‘eopital oF several important prov ineos, 
comprising the chief tes diatriots—ducided that 
it! might be benofi-ial to introduce Ceylon 
methods into Chins,” : 

Tbo misaion plac:d itself in fonch with 
several Ceylon planters before leaving and they 
intend to spenil several wooks up-country visit- 
ing tea estates, factories, &c., snd gonerally 
atudying the wholo question, Nauking «and 
the districts around it are responsible for sn} 
aunval output of 50 million lbs., more or Icus, 
Mr. Lyall told our roproventative. 

“ What particular marxets do you cater for?” 

“Tom uot interested porsonally in the tea 
industry and cau only speak from information ; 
but I believe our green io is to s groat extent 
abserbcd in America, while the black tea goes 
to. Russia and to En land. ‘I'ho export to 
England has follen off very much of late. Tho 
finest'aud the chespent teas aro sent to Russia. 
Vhu best grades are very much approciated b 
the Rasyiun nobles, while our cheapest is mado’ 
into brick tea and is consumol by the Russian 
paaeant.” i 

The difliculty of yetting the Chinaman to 
copy Coylon methods will be very. ‘consideratle, 
it seems. . 

“How do tha Chinese growers regard the 
mission P** 

“T don’t think they know anything about it 
at all.” ay . 

“Why, have you rot beon sent aut at their 
instave-}~ - 

Mr, Lyall lsughed. It is a paternal govern- 
ment trying to de goad to the people. without 
their knowedge, evidently. ‘The mission has 
been sont out by the Viceroy entirely on his 
own initiative. “I don’t think the producers 
have heard unyth ng about it, News does not 
circulate easily or rapidly in China, you kaow.” 

'{ho -pressman exproised his profoundest 
sympathies for China's millions who do not 
benj-y the bles inge of a daily powspaper !

There srs large numbers of Japsaness engaged 
as teuchers in Chine, and the Chinese employ 
the Japanese and rely more apon them thaa 
they vely upon any European power.. Thay 
‘urn to the Japanese for advice. Japaneas 
teachors are employed in civil and mil: 
affuirs, and much of the general education of 
tho people is in the hands of the Japanese. 
Jspanose wasters teach in Chinese schvols and 
impart moxt of the various forms of training.” 

“They do not look to the Jupanese us the 
source of galvation, then ?” 

“No, They rathor look up to them in the light 
of a friendly power able to protect them againct 
European powers.”

“They are progressing. They have fact orios 
and railway, but they retuin their own manners 
and customs which are superior to ours in many 
riepects. ‘heir object isto udopt. just a suffi- 
j cient amount of dwuop-an methods.to enable 
them to resist other powers and to keep their 
own.
